DISEASES OF THE EYE ÄND EAR.

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LIONDON, Dec. 20.—A dispatch from 
Aucklwd says that news has been re- 
ceived from Samoa that the Samoas 
under Mataafahave succeeded in captur- 
ing the most of Atua after a long battl^ 
with Tamasese's forces. 
The losses in 
eluded one hundred killed and several 
hundred wounded. 


The later despatches from Saukim 
say the Brisish lost four men who were 
killed and two were wounded during the 
gallant cavalry charge. 
The Egyptian 
and black regiments charged on the 
trenches and carried them brilliantly, 
losing two men who were killed and 
thirty who were wounded. The officers 
wounded in the attacking forces were 
two Egyptians. 
The Rebel loss is now 
stated at 400. 


Before dawn this morning the man-of- 
war, Starling, and an Egyptian steamer 
moved up the coast with orders to cover 
the Rebels at Handoub. 
At day-break 
the forts opened fire upon the Rebel 
trenches and the troops advanced to 
Blackridge on the right and the cavalry 
and mounted infantry covering them 
The Scottisch borders,-the Welsh regi- 
ment, and Egyptian brigade occupied 
an enbankment between the forts. The 
British infantry being in reserve, the 
forts shelled the trenches keeping up a 
terrific fire. The enemy held their 
ground with intense courage until the 
black brigade 
charged the trenches 
which fell after a half hour's har^ fight- 
ing. 
The Rebels fought with fanatical 
bravery. Two of the enemies guns were 
captured. The naval brigade did splen- 
did work. 
The Spanish borderers are 
now at work entrenching the Rebel 
position. 
The enemy are retreating 
towards Hasheen and Tamar. 
The 
British force number 4,000 men. 


An official despatch from General 
Grenfell, dated at Suakin at 1:25 a. m., 
says the enemy's loss was 400 men. The 
Hussars are still pursuing the Arabs. 
During the action the Deveroshes were 
so severely punished that we expect to 
have a quiet night. 


CAIBO, Dec. 2 0 . — I t is officially an- 
anouced that the navigation of the Nile 
river is as easy this year as it has been 
in former years.

PTETSBUBO, Pa., Deo. 20.—The mem- 
bers of the congressional committee on 
pauper immigration are boi^ to-day ar- 
ranging the preliminaries for the inves- 
tigation here to-morrow. 
Congressman 
Ford stated that the committee had 
already collected evidence enough in 
New York and other eastern cities, to 
convince them that five prohibitory im- 
migration laws were openly violated. As 
a result of the investigation, the com- 
mittee will suggest the following reme- 
dies: 


That the work of inspection be taken 
out of the hands of the states and put 
under federation control and that men 
be appointed yearly* to carry on the 
work; that foreigners be examined on 
theoi^er side before they board the 
ship, either by our consuls or inspectors 
appointed for that purpose; that steam 
ship's blanks be printed, which will con 
tain cei^tain questions which the appli 
cant for passage will be compelled to 
answer. If the steamship companies do 
not comply with these conditions and 
prohibited immigrants are found on 
their vessels, they will be compelled to 
take them back free of charge. 


TBE ITABASB ROAD. 


Its Suit is in Progress at New YorlK. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The hearing in 
the Wabast, St. Louis and Pacific rail- 
w ay case was resumed yesterday in the 
office of Messrs. Foster & Thompson, 
No. 62 Wall street. Mr. S. Fisher 
Johnson, a member of the stock ex- 
change. testified as to his knowledge of 
the securities of the Wabash road. He 
said that four small divisions of the road 
outside of the main and St. Louis line 
did not earn enough to pay running ex- 
penses. 


After recess Banker Johnson was a 
witness. He represented about $300,000 
first mortgage bonds, $60,000 of 
which was his own personal property. 
The balance was owned by his customers.

in Rhode Island and Louisiana, and the 
presidential election in the state of New 
York and report all facts, showing if any 
improper, undue and 
unlawful 
in- 
fluences and practices were employed 
through conspiracies, trades, combina- 
tions, intimidations, corrupt use of 
money, purchase of votes or voters, 
false registering, false voting, stuffing of 
ballot boxes, bribery, etc. 


The tariff bill was taken up, begin- 
ning with schedule F, relating to to- 
bacco and cigars. 
No amendments 
were made to the tobacco and cigar 
paragraphs and schedule G was reached 
relating to provisions. 


HOUSE. 


Mr. Holman yesterday introduced a 
bill to preserve the purity of elections. 
It provides that any person who shall 
receive or solicit subscriptio«s to be 
used at national 
elections, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and punished 
by a fine or imprisonment. It is de- 
clared that this provision shall not ap- 
ply to money used in printing ballots, 
running newspapers and otherwise dis- 
seminating information. Persons who 
bribe others or are bribed, are disfran- 
chised from holding office for five years, 
besides subject to fine and imprison- 
ment. 


By designation of the speaker, Mr. 
Crisp, of Georgia, presided this morn- 
ing. 


On motion, of Phelan, the senate 
amendments were concun-ed in to the 
house bill for the incorporation of the 
American Historical association. 


The house committee on foreign affairs 
to-day finished consideration 
of the 
con^lar and diplomatic appropriation 
biU and instructed Chairman McCreuiy 
to report it to the bouse. 
It appropri- 
ates $1,427,525, a decrease of $1,440 
from the appropriation for the current 
fiscal yeai\ 
The consulate at Aberfeld, 
Germany, is abolished. 
The salaiy of 
the consul at Laredo, Mexico, was in- 
creased from $1,000 to $2,000 per annum, 
and the salary of the consul at Mata- 
moras, Mexico, 
reduced from $2,000 
to $1,000 a year. 


Representative Morrow was instructed 
by the committee to report a joint reso- 
lution making an additional appropria- 
tion of $50,000 to defray the exjjenses of 
the United States at the Paris exposi- 
tion. 
This will make the aggregate ap- 
propriation for this purpose $300,000. 
The joint resolution also directs that the 
government exhibit at the Cincinnati 
exposition be sent to Paris to form part 
of the exhibit of the United States at 
the French exposition. 


On motion of MoMillen, of Tennessee, 
the senate amendmedt to the holiday 
recess resolution was agreed to. It pro- 
vides for a recess from Friday, Decem- 
ber 21, until Wednesday, January 2.

Punctoally at the time appointed for 
the vessels to start on their tonr round 
i the fleet, they began to move, and at 
last a long stream of ships was seen 
threading its way between the lines of 
the men-of-war 
anchored in review 
order at Spithead. 
Many of them were 
to repeat the tonr in the Boyal proces- 
sion, so they dropped their anchors neat 
Osborne Bay, ready to take position in 
the line which was to be formed to fol- 
low the Queen's yacht, the "Victoria 
and Albert." 
The others, having seen 
all there was to be seen, took places to 
the southward of the south line of ships. 
Soon after three o'clock a gun was 
heard. 
This was the signal which an- 
nounced that the royal yacht was leav- 
ing Osborne Bay. 
Immediately the 
sound was repeated by another g ^ fired 
from the "Inflexible" (which carried 
the flag of the Commander-in-chief,) 
and then the cannonade of a royal salute 
thundered from every ship of the mighty 
fleet, till the air reverberated again 
Meanwhile the royal procession ap- 
proached, and when the smoke cleared 
away, every eye was strained to catch 
the first glimpse of the sovereign. 


The way is led by the yacht of t'le 
•Trinity Corporation, which precedes tiie 
royal yacht as a pilot, then comes the 
"Victoria and Albert," followed by the 
"Osborne" and the tenders and other 
ships of the procession. 
As the vessels 
steam grandly up between the lines, 
the cheers of the blue-jackets, who are 
manning the yards aloft, or are ^^ged 
around the decks and the turrets of the 
mastless ships, are taken up by thou 
sands of throats on shore, and passed 
along from point to point till the ap- 
plause bids 
fair to out-thunder the 
salute still ringing hoarsely in our 
ears. 
Having steamed through the 
space between the squadrons of large 
ships and the flotillas of coast-defense 
vessels and small craft, the royal pro- 
cession extends its tour to the eastward, 
and it is generally supposed that the 
sovereign is taking a cup of tea! But 
after some little delay, the yachte are 
seen to turn and again approach the 
fleet. 
As they enter between the lines 
of the squadrons of big ships tbe cheer- 
ing recommences. 
Soon the. vessels 
sloAv do-\vn, and, in obedience to a sig- 
nal from the Queen they stop. 
Then 
another signal commands the attendance 
on board the "Victoria and Albert" of all 
the captains of the ships of the fleet. 
Witli them comes also the captains of 
the foreign men-of-war, and a levee is 
held, at which the Queen addresses a 
few words to sevaral of the ofiicers. 
This done, the captains return to their 
ships, the precession proceeds on its 
course, and a signal is made to the 
Commander-in-chief- 
"Her Majesty 
has great satisfaction and pride in the 
magnificent display made this afternoon 
by the navy." 
Then, when the Queen 
has left the lines, the salute is repeated 
and the Review ia over.—Lieut. F.

The manufacture of paper is a veiy 
nteresting study, to look at the rags as 
;hej are cut up by a rag cutter, then 
5ut into a tumbler, which is a hollow 
apei' cone covered with wire, into ^hich 
,he rags are carried by an endless apron; 
roni the tumbler they go to what paper 
nakers call a devil, or, as refined people 
lay, railroad duster or thresher. 
This 
s a closed machine, into which the rags 
ire fed at one end. 
The inside of this 
nachine is provided with five or six 
leads or cylinders resembling the cylin- 
iers of a threshing machine. 


These cylinders thresh and beat the 
rags very much in their passage through 
;he machine, and dump them out at the 
md. 
They are next j)laced in a rag 
toiler, which contains a chemical solu- 
ion and in which the rags are boiled. 
This operation is intended to reduce the 
•ags to fibers and to take away all or 
iai-t of the coloring matter and impuri- 
•ies. After boiling they are placed in a 
Abashing engine, where they receive % 
Jiorough washing and are made per- 
fectly clean. 
They are next run 
through a machine called a Jordan en- 
gine. 


This machine is hollow, and in shape 
•esembles a cone. 
The interior of this 
nachine is filled with many 
blunt 
tnives, which grind the rags and sever 
•he fibers one from another. 
After be- 
ug ground, the rags, now pulp, are put 
nto a tank or receiver, which paper 
nakers term stuff chests. Here the 
mlp is constantly stirred or agitated to 
teep it in a proper state of solution and 
)ven mixture. 


From thia stufT chest the pulp is 
pumped as it is used by the paper-mak- 
ng machine, into screens, which are 
nachincs that operate upon the rags, as 
.heir name signifies, screening the pulp 
ind keeping all impurities out of the 
oaper-machine. 
After the pulp has 
i)een sci;eened, it looks very much like 
water, being thin. It is then run upon the 
Pourdrinier part of the paper-machine, 
«There the pulp is violently agitated, 
nrhich causes the fibers and threads of 
pulp "to intertwine into what paper 
makers call felt. 
From this part of the 
aaachine the pulp is fed between oouch 
rolla, where the web of the paper is
